Franklin R. Lane, former secretary 
of the interior, who died in Roches 
ter, Minnesota, yesterday, following 
an operation was cremated here to­ 
day. The ashes will be taken to 
the top of El Capitan Peak in the 
Yosemite valley. California, and scat­ 
tered to the winds in compliance 
with a request made by Lane Pryor 
to his death. 
Reatives of Lane explained the 
unusual request by saying that he 
had spent much of his life in the 
Yosemtite region and had grown 
to love it so much that die wished 
his remains to he taken there when 
he died. 
Mr. Lane left no will and no 
estate. 


Catholic institutions. In his early 
youth, he attended the school at 
Mount St. Mary’s near Emmittsburg. 
Md., later he entered 
the 
Jesuit 
College in New Orleans, and final­ 
ly he went to Georgetown College, of 
Washington, D. C. 
Chief Justice W hite served in the 
Confederate Army during the Civil 
W ar; practiced law among the peo­ 
ple of Louisiana and became a su­ 
gar planter on its lowlands. His 
ability

recognized by the people in re­ 
peated commissions as a public of­ 
ficial. In 1874, he was elected as 
senator in the Louisiana legislature. 
Four years later, he wa$ appointed 
associate justice 
of

Supreme 
Court of the State. 
In 1891 Mr. White became a na­ 
tional figure. A senatorial contest 
was waged in Louisiana, abd he en­ 
tered the race. He had managed the 
campaign of Governor Nichols for 
reelection and had been prominent 
in the reform element in Louisiana 
Ae had fought vigorously in favor 
of the anti-lottery movement. The 
egislature finally chose him to suc­ 
ceed senator Eustis. 
Chief Justice W hite was in the 
Senate three years before he was 
elevated to the bench of the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States by 
President Cleveland in 1894. Dur­ 
ing that period, he distinguished 
ti im self on two occasions. Once was 
In the debate on 
the 
Anti-Option 
„aw. when Senator W hite made a 
cofound legal argument against the 
constitutionality of the measure. The 
other occasion was during the strug­ 
gle over the repeal of the Sherman 
Act, when he advocated the views 
President Cleveland was known to 
entertain on the subject. His nomi­ 
nation to the bench ended a mem­ 
orable contest in the Senate. Two 
New Yorkers had been nominated by 
President Cleveland, but both failed 
of confirmation. Throwing to the 
winds the custom which for eighty- 
eight years had kept a New York 
man on the bench, Mr. Cleveland 
named Senator White. He was con­ 
firmed within an hour. 
Almost as unusual as his ap­ 
pointment as associate justice was 
his elevation to the chief justice­ 
ship. In 1910, when President Taft 
besought 
by 
various 
factions 
of 
the Republican party to appoint first 
this man and then that to succeed 
Chief Justice Fuller, the president 
boldly disregarding the selection of 
justices from his own party and 
that precedent frowning on the pro­ 
motion of an associate justice to 
the chief justiceship, and sent to the 
senate the nomination of Justice 
White. His nomination was confirm­ 
ed immediately.

WHAT A NEWSPAPER MEANS TO ITS COMMUNITY 
A country weekly newspaper doing a business of five thou- j 
sand dollars a year is worth fifty thousand dollars to the 
business and professional men of the community, and can be 
made worth one hundred thousand dollars a year to them. If 
you don’t believe that statement, try to get along without your 
paper. 
To talk about “supporting” your newspaper is about as 
damphoolish as to talk about supporting a store, a bank, or a 
manufacturing enterprise. You wouldn’t be much in the world 
if you didn’t trade in a store, have a bank account, and have 
some outlet for the energy of the citizens. 
Too many business men look upon the local newspaper as 
an incubus, a sort of charity. Yet the local papet is as much 
a public institution as the public library, the churches, the 
hospitals, or even the commercial club— with the difference 
that it gives more direct returns, in dollars and cents to the 
individual and to the community at large. 
When a business man advertises in his local newspaper, it 
is with the avowed intention of building up his business; but 
he really also helps to build up the town and everything in j 
it. The professional man does more, because his advertising 
helps the town more than it does him— directly. The man, 
business oy professional, who does not pay for his share of the 
town’s publicity, is a parasite, taking advantage of his fellow 
men. , 
Can’t you tell what sort of town a place is from the looks 
of its newspaper? If the paper is of the boosting sort, and is 
backed up by the business and professional men, doesn’t the 
town get a reputation for being progressive? 
The newspaper’s stock in trade is publicity. You would not 
go into a store and ask the proprietor to give you a pair of 
shoes, for instance; yet too often the publisher is asked to give 
away his stock in trade—advertising for the individual or the 
city— or sells it for less than cost. If you could keep count of 
the demands of this sort made on your publisher every week • 
you would laugh. 
lf a business or professional man were to appear before 
the Commercial club and ask for more business, you would 
ask him why he did not sell something worth buying, and 
why he did not advertise. 
In proportion to the benefits, individual and general, ad­ 
vertising is one of the cheapest things in the world. There are 
men who will tell you they do not believe in advertising. Do 
you know why? They are content to gather up the crumbs 
that fall from the table of the progressive merchant who ad- i 
vertises his business and his town. Every time one of your 
stores advertises a sale it brings people into this town; their 
buying instinct is aroused, and they visit other stores. The ad­ 
vertiser gets direct returns, but the others take advantage of » 
his expenditure without a cent of cost. 
You expect your publisher to boost your town as one of I 
the best on God’s green earth. He is asked to do things for 
which nobody will father the responsibility. Every time there 
is a civic opportunity, you call on him for help. You know the 
functions and value of your newspaper as well as I do; so 
why elaborate? 
Let me tell you, positively, that even a mediocre newspaper 
is a great factor in the growth and advancement of a com­ 
munity. There is never a time when advertising will not pay. 
If you do not owe a debt of obligation to your newspaper, you 
owe it to your community. The community has a right to ex­ 
pect your co-operation in making the newspaper re present a- 
I 
live of your community. 
Every time your name is published in a list of contribu­ 
tors to some charity, that is advertising—free advertising that 
the publisher gives cheerfully, because it boosts the town. 
Every bit of publicity produces direct and indirect results 
for the man who pays for it; it produces results for every 
other business and professional man of the town, whether or 
not he evades his responsibility. It produces results for every 
man, woman and child of the community. 
The country editor is not a pig-headed, idealistic individual 
he is out for the same thing as you are—to make money. And 
his best interests are the best interest of kis town. 
Do you think it fair that he should shoulder the greatest 
part of the burden; that he should give his time, money, and 
often his very heart’s blood to the service of the community, 
for barely a living wage, and sometimes not even that?'Yet 
these services are offered willingly as a freepremium on an 
investment that will return you sure results. 
Or, do you think it right that a few busbies sand profes­ 
sional men should carry their share of the town's publicity, 
while some others evade their responsibility? 
The newspaper is a civic asset and a civic responsibility. 
That burden of responsibility should be borne by the business 
men of the tow a. as they are the ones who bnflt most. And 
that burden should be divided in strict proportion to the bene­ 
fit possible of attainment.
